A. It 18 a statement agreed to 
in Philadelphia on Jiily 4> I776, by 
delegates from the thirteen Amer- 
ican Coloniea of Great Britain, 
^hich declared that the thirteen 
United Coloniea are absolved 
from allegiance to the British 
Crown and are, and of right 
ottffht to be, free and independent 
States.

9. Q. How may new States be 
admitted to the Union? 

A. New States may be admitted 
by Congress into this Union; 
but no new State* shall be formed, 
or erected, within the jurisdiction 
of any other State; nor any State 
be formed, by the junction of two 
or more States, or parts of States, 
without the consent of the Leg- 
islatures of the States concern- 
ed, as well as of the Congress.

A. The United States shall 
guarantee to cvery State in this 
Union a republican form of gov- 
ernment, and shall orotect each
